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The  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-second  Annual 

Report. 

For  the  Year  ended  3 1st  December,  1942. 


The  Work  of  the  Year. 

The  steady  expansion  of  the  Infirmary’s  services  which  has  been 
reported  for  several  successive  years  has  continued  throughout  1942 
The  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  each  day  was  187*2, 
as  compared  with  I7&'4  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of 
patients  admitted  to  the  Wards  was  4,266,  and  in  addition  462 
babies  were  born  in  the  Hospital.  Out-patients’  attendances 
totalled  70,628  as  compared  with  68,938  in  1941. 

The  work  of  the  Fracture  Department  has  increased  sub¬ 
stantially,  and  is  linked  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Regional 
Fracture  Service. 

In  the  Gynaecological  Department  the  number  of  patients  is  so 
much  greater  than  the  available  accommodation  that  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  Ministry  of  Health  have  expressed  their  concern  over 
the  situation,  but  find  themselves  unable  to  help  in  any  practical 
way. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Infirmary  is 
expanding  its  Pathological  services.  A  new  room  has  been  built 
giving  the  Laboratory  four  rooms  altogether,  and  a  full-time 
Pathologist  will  be  engaged  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Laboratory 
will  act  as  an  Area  Laboratory  in  a  co-ordinated  Pathological 
Service  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  completed. 
The  Blood  Transfusion  Department  has  also  been  extremely  busy 
during  the  year,  and  in  addition  to  the  Blood  Bank  which  has  been 
made  available  for  local  needs,  large  quantities  of  Plasma  have  been 
sent  away  for  use  by  the  Forces  in  North  Africa  and  elsewhere. 

Full  details  of  the  work  in  the  various  departments  will  be  found 
in  the  statistical  tables  on  pages  10  and  11. 

The  majority  of  the  unoccupied  beds  were  kept  vacant  as  a 
reserve  for  possible  war  casualties,  and  the  remainder  occurred 
mainly  during  short  periods  of  the  year,  when  for  various  reasons 
particular  departments  were  not  fully  occupied.  For  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  however,  the  Wards  were  worked  to  their  maximum 
capacity,  particularly  the  Women’s  Wards.  The  waiting  list  by 
the  end  of  the  year  had  reached  400,  which  is  nearly  double  the 
number  waiting  for  admission  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
This  is  due  partly  to  the  increasing  numbers  being  sent  to  the 
Hospital  for  treatment,  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  nearly 
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half  of  the  total  admissions  are  emergencies.  The  waiting 
list  for  men  and  children  can  be  reasonably  well  dealt  with  in  the 
existing  accommodation,  but  the  number  of  women  waiting,  over 
300,  is  so  large  that  the  72  beds  available  for  the  ordinary  female 
patients  is  hopelessly  inadequate. 

For  this  reason  the  Committee,  as  foreshadowed  in  last  year’s 
Report,  have  acquired  a  house,  Longlands,  near  to  the  Infirmary, 
which  is  now  in  process  of  being  adapted  as  an  annexe  to  accom¬ 
modate  22  recovery  patients.  It  had  been  hoped  that  this  extension 
would  be  opened  during  1942,  but  unfortunately  negotiations  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  for  permission  to  do  the  work  have  been  pro¬ 
tracted,  but  it  is  expected  the  beds  will  be  available  this  summer. 
Although  this  extension  will  materially  assist  in  dealing  with  the 
problem  of  women  patients,  it  will  by  no  means  solve  the  problem. 
Efforts  were  made  to  acquire  a  hutment  ward,  which  would  be 
erected  next  to  the  Bromley  Ward,  but  unfortunately  the  Ministry 
of  Health  have  refused  sanction  for  this,  and  a  long  waiting  period 
for  the  less  serious  cases  seems  inevitable  until  post-war  conditions 
make  permanent  extensions  possible. 

The  heavy  demands  on  the  accommodation  in  the  Maternity 
Department  have  caused  much  concern,  Special  precautions  must 
be  taken  in  a  Maternity  Ward,  and  overcrowding  cannot  be  per¬ 
mitted.  Emergency  cases  must,  of  course,  always  be  admitted, 
and  this  sometimes  means  that  patients  already  in  the  Ward  have 
to  be  transferred  to  other  Wards,  thereby  reducing  the  number  of 
beds  available  for  surgical  patients.  The  number  of  babies  born  in 
Lancaster  and  district  has  increased  considerably  since  the  beginning 
of  the  war,  and  also,  as  a  result  of  war  conditions,  a  larger  proportion 
of  midwifery  cases  are  abnormal.  Many  more  patients  therefore 
require  to  be  admitted  to  Hospital,  and  in  some  way  or  other 
additional  accommodation  must  be  found.  Negotiations  have  been 
in  progress  for  several  months  to  enable  the  Infirmary  to  have  the 
use  of  beds  at  the  Ministry  of  Health  Emergenc}/  Maternity  Home, 

“  Trerose,”  at  Arnside.  The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  Westmorland  County  Council  which  manages  the  Home  has 
been  received,  and  it  is  hoped  arrangements  will  shortly  be  com¬ 
pleted  with  the  other  authorities  concerned  to  enable  the  fullest  use 
to  be  made  of  these  additional  facilities.  This  Home  will  accom¬ 
modate  up  to  10  patients. 

Finance. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  was  £40,666  as  compared  with 
£42,356  in  1941,  and  expenditure  was  £42,734,  as  compared  with 
£38,892  in  1941.  The  deficit  on  the  year’s  working  was  therefore 
£2,068,  but  as  there  was  a  credit  balance  brought  forward  from  the 
previous  years,  the  Maintenance  Fund  is  still  solvent.  Although 
there  is  a  bank  overdraft  of  about  £10,000  on  the  Maintenance 
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Account,  this  is  due  to  the  large  stocks  being  carried,  and  debts 
owing  to  the  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year,  most  of  which  have 
since  been  paid. 

The  decrease  in  income  was  foreshadowed  in  last  year’s  Report 
when  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  amount  received  in  1941  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  included  a 
settlement  for  the  previous  years,  and  was  bound  therefore  to  be 
lower  in  1942.  Voluntary  gifts,  apart  from  the  Workpeople’s  Con¬ 
tributory  Scheme,  have  shown  a  small  drop.  Receipts  from 
patients  and  public  authorities  and  other  Contributory  Schemes  are 
substantially  higher.  The  contribution  from  the  Workpeople’s 
Committee  has  also  considerably  increased,  and  we  may  expect  that 
a  further  big  increase  will  be  made  in  1943,  as  a  result  of  the  decision 
of  that  Committee  to  increase  the  weekly  contribution  from  3d.  to 
4d.  The  Committee  welcomes  this  decision,  and  the  results  so  far 
show  that  the  members  as  a  whole  appreciate  the  need  for  an 
increased  contribution,  in  view  of  the  greatly  increased  Hospital 
costs,  and  have  loyally  accepted  it.  For  some  time  past  negotiations 
have  been  proceeding,  both  in  our  own  area  and  nationally,  for  the 
better  co-ordination  of  Contributory  Schemes,  and  especially  the 
standardisation  of  contributions  and  benefits.  The  contribution  of 
4d.  per  week  is  now  being  generally  adopted,  and  in  our  own  area  a 
special  Contributory  Schemes  Committee  has  been  set  up  under  the 
aegis  of  the  British  Hospitals  Association  Area  Committee,  and  we 
are  glad  to  report  that  Mr.  T.  Smith  is  a  member  of  the  Contributory 
Schemes  Executive  Committee.  The  closer  working  arrangements 
between  the  Contributory  Schemes  in  this  area  can  only  prove  to 
the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

Nearly  all  items  of  expenditure  show  an  increase,  but  the 
principal  increases  are  under  the  headings  of  provisions,  surgical  in¬ 
struments  and  X-Ray  films,  renewals  and  repairs  of  domestic  equip¬ 
ment,  and  salaries  and  wages.  Considerable  sums  have  been  spent 
on  necessary  outlay  for  protection  and  A.R.P.  purposes.  In 
addition  to  the  ordinary  expenditure,  £5,304  has  been  spent  for 
capital  purposes,  that  is,  purchasing  Longlands  and  buying  numerous 
items  of  new  equipment.  Much  of  this  capital  expenditure,  however, 
has  been  met  by  the  following  legacies,  received  for  the  General 
Purposes  Account  : — Estates  of  the  late  :  Edith  Agnes  Jenkinson, 
£300  ;  Emily  Airton,  £20  ;  Margaret  Ann  Stackhouse,  £200  ;  Mary 
Hilton  Hutchinson  (in  memory  of  John  and  Cecilia  Leach),  £50  ; 
Annie  Elizabeth  Irving,  £50  ;  John  Oakden,  £2, 025.  The  following 
legacy  has  been  received  for  the  Endowment  Account  : — Estate  of 
the  late  Richard  Gardner,  £200. 

As  a  result  of  the  special  increases  in  expenditure  enumerated 
above,  the  daily  cost  per  patient  and  the  cost  per  out-patient 
attendance  is  higher.  Details  of  the  accounts  will  be  found  on 
pages  12  and  15. 


Staff. 

A  special  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
for  the  great  amount  of  work  they  have  done  during  the  year,  and 
to  the  nursing  and  all  other  staffs  also  our  thanks  are  tendered  for 
their  sustained  hard  work. 

As  regards  the  nursing  staff,  we  have  to  report  that  the  long 
awaited  improvements  in  their  salaries  and  conditions  of  service 
will  now  be  made  as  a  result  of  the  Rushcliffe  Report  which  is  to 
be  put  into  effect  as  far  as  possible  on  ist  April,  1943.  The  Ministry 
of  Health  has  undertaken  to  pay  half  the  cost  of  the  increases  in 
nursing  staff  salaries,  which  will  amount  to  some  £ 2,000  per  year 
for  the  present.  When  the  numbers  of  trained  staff  available  make 
it  possible  to  establish  the  recommended  96-hour  fortnight,  the 
numbers  of  staff  and  consequently  the  increased  cost  will  be  sub¬ 
stantially  higher.  Additional  accommodation  is  being  provided  for 
the  Nursing  Staff  in  Springfield  Hall,  which  was  taken  over  by  the 
Infirmary  earlier  in  the  year,  and  which  is  now  nearly  ready  for 
occupation.  1 

The  shortage  of  domestic  staff  is  still  very  serious,  with  the 
result  that  the  remaining  members  of  the  staff  are  obliged  to  work 
very  hard  for  long  hours.  It  is  recognised,  however,  that  their 
conditions  must  be  improved  as  soon  as  practicable.  It  is  now  over 
a  year  since  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Ministry  of  Labour  acknow¬ 
ledged  the  importance  of  the  domestic  service  in  Hospitals  and  under¬ 
took  to  help  to  maintain  the  staff,  but  so  far  they  have  found  it 
difficult  to  give  much  practical  help.  Valuable  help  on  the  domestic 
side  has  continued  to  be  given  by  ladies  who  have  worked  voluntarily. 

Acknowledgments. 

We  once  again  tender  our  most  grateful  thanks  to  all  who  have 
helped  the  Infirmary  in  a  voluntary  capacity  ;  to  the  subscribers, 
the  donors  of  gifts  in  kind,  the  Honorary  Officers,  the  Emergency 
Volunteer  Service,  Blood  Donors,  Ladies’  Linen  League,  Ladies’ 
Collecting  Committee,  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  for  the  Hospital 
Sunday  Collections,  all  those  who  have  given  such  useful  help 
with  domestic  and  clerical  work,  the  Elementary  School  Teachers, 
the  Library  Staff,  the  Press  and  the  American  Relief  Agencies 
through  which  the  Infirmary  has  continued  to  receive  valuable  items 
of  equipment.  The  Special  Appeal  Fund  has  realised  during  the 
year  the  sum  of  £1,176  ns.  8d.  Our  thanks  are  tendered  to  all 
those  who  have  sent  donations  to  this  Fund. 

Emergency  Service. 

The  Emergency  Casualty  and  A.R.P.  Service  has  been  streng¬ 
thened  during  the  year,  and  has  now  reached  a  high  standard  of 
efficiency.  The  fire  fighting  precautions  in  particular  have  been 
improved,  and  in  addition  to  the  volunteer  fire  guard  service,  we 
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have  an  efficient  volunteer  lire  brigade  who  are  equipped  with  a 
trailer  pump.  The  Gas  Cleansing  Department  has  also  been  im¬ 
proved.  A  number  of  practices  involving  the  whole  organisation 
have  been  held,  and  we  are  confident  that  the  public  may  rely  upon 
the  Infirmary  dealing  efficiently  with  any  emergency.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  however,  the  lack  of  ventilation  resultant  upon  the  protective 
measures  and  black-out  arrangements  is  a  grave  handicap. 

Committee. 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  report  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  H. 
Thurstan,  J.P.,  who  had  been  a  very  valuable  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  many  years.  Mr.  Alexander  Bate,  J.P.,  has  been 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  so  caused,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
by-laws  he  now  retires,  but  together  with  the  other  retiring  members 
is  eligible  for  re-election. 

The  Future. 

Last  year  reference  was  made  to  the  steps  being  taken  towards 
securing  the  better  co-ordination  of  the  Hospital  services,  and  since 
then  steps  have  been  taken,  both  within  our  own  North-west  area 
and  nationally,  towards  this  end.  The  publication  of  the  Beveridge 
Report  will  undoubtedly  hasten  the  re-organisation  of  the  Nation’s 
Health  Services,  but  the  working  out  of  the  practical  details  must 
inevitably  take  time.  We  can,  however,  take  heart  from  the  official 
Government  indication  that  the  Voluntar}/  Hospitals  which  have 
played  the  major  part  in  building  up  the  existing  Hospital  Services 
will  have  an  important  part  to  play  in  the  future,  and  will  not  be 
allowed  to  disappear.  We  are  confident  that  the  record  of  this 
Infirmary  is  such  that  the  official  attitude  will  find  a  ready  response 
amongst  the  people  of  Lancaster  and  district  whom  we  serve.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  continuing  need  for  economy  in  space  once  again  neces¬ 
sitates  a  drastic  curtailment  in  the  reports  of  various  departments. 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,,  that  detailed  accounts  of  the  greatly 
increased  work  done  may  be  possible  next  year. 

The  past  twelve  months  has  taxed  the  resources  of  the  Infirmary 
in  every  sense  more  severely  than  ever.  The  amount  of  work  con¬ 
tinues  to  grow  while  the  accommodation  and  facilities  remain 
almost  stationary.  The  difficulties  imposed  thereby  can  be  better 
imagined  than  described.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  forthcoming 
availability  of  Longlands  may  ease  the  extremely  difficult  con¬ 
ditions  a  little.  Where  there  is  an  all-round  shortage  of  room,  it  is 
hard  to  pick  out  the  rival  claims  of  the  various  departments  and  to 
decide  which  present  the  most  urgent  problems.  Perhaps  the  two 
most  outstanding  are  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  the  Private 
Wards.  In  both  these  spheres  the  available  resources  are  strained 
to  the  utmost,  and  overcrowding  on  the  one  hand  and  prolonged 
waiting  for  beds  on  the  other  is  the  inescapable  result.  » 

The  same  difficulties,  however,  apply  to  all  departments.  The 
General  Surgical  Wards  and  the  Maternity  Department  are  no  less 
embarrassed.  The  segregation  of  Orthopaedic  cases  into  one  ward 
has,  however,  provided  facilities  for  the  provision  of  the  most 
efficient  treatment,  and  this  department  has  been  able  to  carry  on 
its  work  with  some  gain  in  ease  and  efficiency. 

The  expansion  of  the  Laboratory  services  has  brought  about  a 
state  of  affairs  which  now  requires  the  appointment  of  a  full-time 
Pathologist.  It  is  fitting  therefore  at  this  time  to  record  our  great 
debt  of  gratitude  and  our  appreciation  for  his  long  and  devoted 
service  to  Col.  R.  F.  O.  T.  Dickinson,  and  to  express  our  profound 
regret  that  his  military  duties  will  prevent  him  from  undertaking 
the  work  of  this  enlarged  and  growing  department. 

The  Ophthalmic  Department  is  one  which  is  carrying  on  under 
exceptionally  difficult  conditions,  inasmuch  as  there  is  grossly  un¬ 
satisfactory  waiting  accommodation  and  shortage  of  adequate 
nursing  staff.  The  importance  of  this  department  is  so  great  that 
were  conditions  not  so  embarrassed  by  the  war,  it  justifies  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  acomplete  staff,  comprising  a  resident  Ophthalmic  House 
Surgeon,  Sister-in-charge,  and  Nurses  properly  trained  and  selected 
for  this  vital  work,  and  accommodation  with  segregated  beds,  &c. 

The  E.M.S.  Blood  Transfusion  Service  has  continued  its  work 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  need  for  a  large  addition  to  our  list  of 
regular  donors  is  now  becoming  increasingly  urgent.  Much  time 
and  service  has  been  given  by  the  Hon.  S  taff  on  Sunday  mornings 
to  this  service,  and  our  senior  Laboratory  Technician,  Mr.  Moores, 
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deserves  our  highest  praise  and  gratitude  for  his  whole-hearted  and 
devoted  service  in  this  much  needed  work. 

A.R.P.  work  has  continued  regularly  throughout  the  year,  and 
many  practices  have  been  held.  This  has  imposed  a  considerable 
strain  upon  the  night  staff,  and  some  members  of  the  day  staff,  who 
have  been  often  required  to  stay  on  duty  after  normal  hours. 

The  Nurses’  Representative  Council  has  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily,  and  many  minor  difficulties  have  been  dealt  with  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  nursing  staff. 

To  all  personnel  of  the  Hospital — the  Matron  and  Nursing 
Staff,  the  Superintendent-Secretary,  the  Office  and  Clerical  Staff, 
the  Massage  and  Electro-Therapeutic  Staff,  the  X-Ray  Staff,  the 
Resident  Medical  Staff,  the  Domestic  and  Porter  Staff,  and  all 
others — we  extend  our  grateful  thanks  for  their  untiring  efforts 
under  very  difficult  conditions. 

In* conclusion,  we  feel  that  the  year’s  work  has  brought  many 
new  problems,  and  has  accentuated  many  old  ones.  Though  there 
appears  to  be  little  prospect  of  any  great  improvements  until  the 
war  is  over,  the  need  for  improved  conditions  and  added  space  be¬ 
comes  ever  more  acute.  It  is  not  without  grave  concern,  therefore, 
that  the  Medical  Committee  faces  the  prospect  of  another  year  of 
increasing  work  and  responsibilities.

The  Committee  has  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  54th  Annual 
Report  (the  22nd  dealing  with  the  Scheme). 

The  urgency  of  increasing  the  weekly  contributions,  mentioned  in 
last  year’s  report,  was  found  to  be  necessary,  and  therefore  we  increased 
our  contributions  by  a  supplementary  penny  per  week. 

We  feared  this  would  have  been  met  with  great  opposition,  but  much 
to  our  surprise,  it  was  accepted  freely  by  everyone.  We  thank  the 
Contributors  for  their  general  response  to  this  appeal. 

We  are  glad  of  this,  as  the  Infirmary  is  in  direct  need  of  all  that  we 
can  give. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  state  that  we  have  had  another 
record  year,  the  total  income  being  nearly  £14,000. 

The  cost  per  patient,  is  over  12s.  6d.  per  day. 

We  are  pleased  also  to  place  on  record  the  nomination  of  Mr.  L. 
Kilgour  as  President  of  the  Infirmary  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Rushcliffe  Report,  which  is  to  be  put  into  operation  on  the  1st 
of  April,  1943,  means  increasing. the  salaries  of  the  Nursing  Staff,  which 
the  Ministry  of  Health  has  undertaken  to  pay  half  the  cost  for  the  present 
year.  The  total  cost  of  this  increase  will  amount  to  about  £2,000. 

We  again  draw  the  attention  to  the  eligibility  of  Benefit,  which  is 
Three  Months  for  Medical  and  Surgical  Wards,  and  the  Maternity 
Wards  Twelve  Months. 

The  Maternity  Ward  Benefit  is  for  abnormal  and  Surgical  Cases 
only,  or  where  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable. 

Contributors’  attention  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the 

Workpeople’s  Contributory  Scheme  is  for  treatment  in  the  Wards  of  the 
Royal  Lancaster  Infirmary,  therefore,  Patients  must  first  be  admitted  to 
the  Royal  Lancaster  Infirmary,  and  be  approved  by  the  members  of  the 
Infirmary  Medical  Board  before  being  sent  to  other  Hospitals  or  Infirmaries, 
otherwise  the  Scheme  cannot  accept  any  liability. 

Patients  who  are  in  a  position  to  join  the  Contributory  Scheme,  and 
have  not  done  so,  will  be  called  on  and  expected  to  make  payment 
towards  cost  t>f  maintenance  whilst  patients  in  the  Infirmary. 
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The  Committee  does  not  assist  Contributors  in  meeting  the  cost  of 
Treatment  in  Private  Hospitals,  Maternity  Homes,  Nursing  Homes, 
Sanatoriums,  Mental  Institutions,  or  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals. 

The  Committee  tender  their  grateful  thanks  to  all  those  Employers 
and  Collectors  for  their  continued  help,  also  to  the  Local  Press  for  the 
valuable  publicity  they  have  given  to  matters  affecting  the  Scheme  ; 
and  to  all  other  Subscribers,  Donors,  Helpers,  and  Silver  Paper  Collectors.

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Hospital  Benefit  for  Persons  with  Small  Incomes. 


Subject  to  the  Rules  relating  to  the  Admission  of  Patients* 
the  Committee  have  arranged  to  provide  Maintenance  and  Nursing 
for  Persons  with  small  incomes  (not  eligible  under  the  Work¬ 
people’s  Scheme,  and  hereinaiter  called  Contributors)  and  their 
dependents,  whilst  undergoing  Tieatment  in  the  Institution,  on 
payment  of  a  quarterly  subscription  in  advance  of  3s.  3d.  by  a 
Contributor  whose  income  does  not  exceed  £ 200  a  year,  or  of  5s. 
by  a  Contributor  whose  income  does  not  exceed  £300  a  year. 

The  term  "  Dependent  ”  means  the  husband  or  wife  and 
young  children  of  a  Contributor,  and  his  or  her  aged  parents,  if 
living  with  and  dependent  upon  them. 

The  term  “  Young  Children  ”  means  those  under  16  years  of 
age  ;  and  also  any  Child  who  has  not  begun  to  earn  his  or  her  own 
livelihood. 

“  Income  ”  means  the  joint  income  of  husband  and  wife 
when  the  Contributor  is  married. 

Payments  to  be  made  at  the  Infirmary,  either  by  post  or 
personally,  between  11-0  and  12  on  any  Monday,  Wednesday,  or 
Friday.  All  postal  communications  must  have  the  word 
**  Scheme  ”  written  on  the  left  hand  top  comer  of  the  envelope, 
and  must  have  enclosed  a  stamped  envelope  for  reply. 

Every  Contributor  must  be  a  member  of  the  Scheme  for 
three  months  before  being  able  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  this 
scheme,  and  no  one  can  claim  the  advantage  of  the  scheme  who 
is  in  arrears. 

All  outside  the  scheme  (except  the  poor  and  needy)  are 
expected  to  pay  such  sum  per  w7eek  whilst  In-patients  as  (in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee)  their  means  justify. 

The  cost  of  Maintenance  and  Nursing  works  out  at  about 
10s.  od.  per  day,  and  any  sum  up  to  that  amount  may  be  charged 
to  persons  who  do  not  acquire  the  Right  to  Free  Maintenance 
and  Nursing,  by  being  Contributors. 

The  Hon.  Medical  Staff  receive  no  fees  for  their  services.
